“My goal this past year has been to increase the visibility of CAWMC, and through the club’s participation in the 
RCNA medal program, show that our club, sometimes considered and referred to as ‘fringe,’ is as relevant as any 
other numismatic club around. 


The ‘not so official’ Canada’s Birthday logo contest ran from January to mid-April 2017 appearing in both the RCNA’s 
CN Journal’s Club News Column twice, and in the ONA Ontario Numismatist. Only seven entries were received. Some 
participants chose to renew memberships, while Life Members were invited to give a one-year membership to a 
person of their choice. The winning design was used to illustrate the second wood issued by the CAWMC this year. 


The first wood issued by the CAWMC this year, bears a revamped CAWMC logo, in red, and a special ‘enjoy the hobby 
of wooden money collecting’ design, complete with website address and phone number, where one can get 
information about our Association, in blue. The CAWMC logo die at CWW is available free-of-charge to all our 
CAWMC members. 


The second wood, shows the winning design of our Canada ‘not so Official’ birthday logo contest, on one side, in red, 
to accommodate the design, and our ‘enjoy the hobby’ design on the other, in green. Each CAWMC member will 
receive five (5) of each wood. Ideally each member will Keep one or two depending on his / her pattern of collecting, 
and will distribute the remaining woods to friends and fellow numismatic collectors who might be interested in this 
unusual hobby of ours. 


We authorized the striking of 25 Canada 150 medals bearing the CAWMC logo on the reverse, for sale to our 
members and another 50 medals were acquired by the RCNA for inclusion in the Canada 150 sets which consist of 
28 different medals from participating clubs and associations. These sets are being sold for $300 at the RCNA 
2017 convention while supplies last. In the process we have acquired a new CAWMC logo die for all CAWMC 
members to use free-of-charge, should they desire.

[Editor’s Note: Jan.-Aug. 2017 issues were all 10 pages, and 4 of these issues included 
the full page logo contest leaving the Editor with 9 pages for contributions instead of 10. This Sept. issue is 10 pages despite 
needing 2 pages for minutes and financials, leaving only 8 for contributions. As well, the most frequent contributors of U.S. 
articles are actually Canadian members, whereas the U.S. members usually submit photos with short captions. ]

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FOREST FEST WOODEN BADGES 


by David (Rusty) Phillips, CAWMC Member 


Prior to, and including 2002, Port Alberni community activist, Jonn Mayba, felt that the 
City should have a Festival to show off the City and area, remember the history of the 
City and area, acknowledge the industry of the area, and, to encourage both locals and 


John enlisted a committee of like-minded folks from the community, plus representa- 
tives from organizations and industries who could and would contribute ideas and sup- 
port to such a venture. The result was “Forest Fest”, a 3-day event in early-July of 
2003, and which event was repeated annually until 2011 (with a one year hiatus in 
2010). The event was billed as: “celebrating the culture and heritage of west coast log- 
ging.” Associated forestry-oriented businesses and practices were included, e.g. log, 
railroading, trucking, sawmilling, etc. The event was held at the site of the historic and 
_ refurbished McLean’s Mill Steam operated sawmill (now a National Historic Site). The 
/ program for the annual event included logging and sawmill active demonstrations and 
displays, forestry-themed story-telling, poetry reading, song and dance reviews. 


One of the forest-oriented innovations was the introduction of a wooden token / badge 
that if purchased ahead of the opening days of the annual events, not only was a bit 
' cheaper than the entry fee at the gate, but also got one into the grounds for all of the 


These badges were cut from large fir tree branches—2,500 were cut initially—2002/3, which an additional 1,200 cut in 
2007. Not all were stamped and sold, but folks involved with the program did tell me recently that 1,742 were sold over the 
2003-2008 years, plus 500, complete with a black “X” on the reverse side were given out for promos (in 2009 and 2011 
paper tickets replaced the wooden badges). The balance of the badges, some stamped, some just blanks, are stored away 
in a volunteer’s storage area. The badges are uniface and came originally with a 24-inch string (for hanging around the pur- 
chaser’s neck). The badges range in size / shape from 2 to 3-1/2 inches by 55 to 90 millimetres, and are from 1/4 to 5/8 


inches thick by 6 to 10 mm thick.

The vendor discontinued the 
program as a result of few woods being returned and redeemed towards 
purchases. The Almonte Candy Co. original store relocated inside of the 
Baker Bob’s store.

The original Almonte Candy store opened in February 1994 at 63 Mill Street under the ownership and management of 
Robert J. Graff, otherwise known in Almonte as Baker Bob. When Almonte was still at the Mill location, its annual revenue 
was around $175,000 and staff employed was 3. 


Bob is entrepreneurial, becoming a proprietor of other businesses such as a newspaper (Stan’s Newspaper), and a puppet- 
eer and puppet distributor. Almonte held an annual The Puppets Up! International Puppet Festival for 12 years (with average 
attendance in the 12,000-15,000 range), when for the first time in 2017 it was cancelled by the Festival Board of Directors 
citing expenses were now exceeding anticipated revenues. The puppet website indicates the festival may be back up ina 
different form in the future. The 2016 3-day festival was considered very successful, so not sure where things went wrong 
for 2017.
